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In view of allowable subject matter in claims 50-98, the non-elected inventions 
are rejoined. 

Claims 1-49, 133, 135-152 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-49 "current released" is vague; it is unclear as to how the presence of 
conductive material renders the device releasable. In claims 133, 135 and 136 
"additional interactive forces" is vague; interactive with what? In claim 135 (b) "testing" 
is vague; how is the test to be conducted? In the preamble and (b) it is unclear as to 
what kind of interaction is to be determined? 

Claims 50-98, 134, 153-168 are allowed. Claims 1-49, 133, 135-152 are 
rejected.
